Is Important New Step

I heard the gum pockets can 
now be treated by freezing 
instead of surgery. What is 
the name of this freezing 
process and woulJ it be good 
for me?

gradually forming. 


While not widely used yet, 


cryotherapy has many ad- 
herents who believe it shows 
promise in selected perio- 
dontal procedures.

Two of my wisdom teeth 
have to be pulled, but the 
nearest dentist is 12 miles 
from our home. Do you think 
I coul.i drive home after- 
wards?—Mrs. B.L.D. 


DEAR MRS. B.L.I).: It 


would be wise to have an 
adult accompany you, not 
only to drive, but for aid and 
comfort. Wisdom teeth ex- 
tractions can be complicated 
and you may need postop- 
erative assistance. 


If you plan some type of 


premedication. such as phe- 
nobarbitol or tranquilizers, 
or if von are put to sleep for 
your extractions, you cer- 
tainly should be accompanied 
by an adult. You'll need help 
even if you have only 12 
blocks to go.

Crime News 


W 


ith some people who flhd a 
special interest in criti- 
cizing newspapers a fav- 


orite focus of their comments is 
the amount of crime news they 
present. They speak out of spe* 
cial prejudices and ignorance, 
easily apparent to anyone who bo« 
thers to check the statistics on 
crime in a given newspaper'scir« 
culation area. Such a check will 
reveal that where crime rates 
are high, and everywhere they 
are on the increase, those re- 
ported other than as statistics 
are few in relation to the num- 
ber committed. 


Surprisingly, 
the American 


Bar Association is among those 
most prominently guilty in pro- 
testing against newspaper stor- 
ies on crime. 
Yet, its mem- 


bers should, better than most, 
know how little there Is in re- 
lation to the number of crimes. 
Newspaper coverage of crime is 
necessarily limited, when you 
think of a year in which 12,000 
felonies are committed in New 
York City in one year with only 
41 of them covered in the columns 
of The New York Daily News, 
a publication certainly not re- 
puted to be averse to the sen- 
sational. 


Reading the Washington Post 


would not even faintly convey 
the full nature of crime there. 
Even if the paper tried it could 
spatially cover only so much, 
but the FBI statistics indicate 
it for those who are interested. 
So, according to population, and 
circulation, newspapers can only 
present what space and a pro- 
per balancing of the news of the 
day permits. 


Viewed in this realistic, pro- 


per way, the critics of too much 
crime news are, to be generous 
with them, Just plain uninformed 
and silly. Perhaps the thing to 
worry about is the inability to 
get over to the people the full 
details of crime in the United 
States, for if it were possible 
there might be a public demand 
powerful enough to force action 
to restore law and order in this 
land. 
The American Bar As- 


sociation could help if they were 
not blind to the realities, and 
seeking to dictate to the press 
what it can publish. — Lynch- 
burg (Va.) News 


Information By The Ton 


Regardless of the degree to 


which electronic media provide 
often superficial news coverage 
of a few events, the American 
public when faced with the need 
for detailed knowledge turns to 
the more ample and thorough 
source supplied by its news- 
papers. 


That is clearly evident in sta- 


tistics in the files of the News- 
print Information Committee in 
New York, which cites the effect 
on use of newsprint following 
the assassination of Sen. Robert 
F. Kennedy. Some newspapers 
reported increases up to 25 per- 
cent in newsprint consumption, 
so eager were additional read- 
ers to get copies of the news- 
papers. 


The Los Angeles Times used 


830 tons more newsprint the 
week ended June 9 than in the 
previous week, a rise of 12.5 
percent. 
One the day of the 


shooting — Wednesday, June 5 — 
consumption was 809 tons as 
against 514 on the previous Wed- 
nesday. 
In Philadelphia, the In- 


quirer and News used about 3,000 
tons of newsprint in the week as 
against normal usage of about 
2,400 tons. 


This is merely one of the lat- 


est recurrences of a predict- 
able sequence. 
Let something 


happen which strikes home to the 
interests of the people — from 
matters of state to vital econom- 
ic interests — and they turn 
for dependable news and inter- 
pretation to their newspapers.

a variation of the Roman puzzle 
known as an acrostic.

however, added something extra. 
He placed different words across 
and down. 


Not only was this intriguing 


puzzle to find 
its

and Schuster, 
would 
launch 


a career. 


The 
two young men were 


searcliing for 
something

publish, 
but they didn't know

quest for a book of crossword 
puzzles by someone who had 
a sick friend, Simon and Schust- 
er 
set out to find suitable puz- 


zles to make a book. They en- 
listed the aid of Margaret Peth- 
eridge, who had replaced Wynne 
at the New York World when 
he moved on to other editing 
fields. 


They borrowed money for the 


venture, and in 1924 they brought 
out a little book of crossword 
puzzles that sold for $1.35.

Foreign Aid 
Trimmed, Not 
Battered 
WASHINGTON (AP) - Presi- 


dent Nixon's first foreign aid 
bill has squeaked through the 
House, trimmed to $2.19 billion 
but not battered. 


The action was packed into a 


nearly eight-hour session which 
ended Thursday night with a 
tense series of three roll call 
votes. 


Enough Republicans rallied 


behind Nixon in the early fight- 
ing to ward off deeper cuts pro- 
posed by some of their own 
members. The President had 
asked for $2.6 billion for foreign 
aid. 


When the day was over, the 


bill was sent ot the Senate on a 
176-163 vote. In addition to the 
spending ceiling for this almost 
half-gone fiscal year it also con- 
tains a nearly identical authori- 
zation for 1971, 


But the 
final outcome ap- 


peared in doubt for a time as a 
bloc of liberal democrats de- 
layed their voting in protest to 
cuts in development loans and a 
proposal to give Nationalist Chi- 
na $54.5 million for planes. 


On final passage, lUb Demo- 


crats and 70 Republicans joined 
forces to vote for the bill which 
was opposed by 86 Democrats 
and 77 Republicans.

Says Teachers 
Are Not Safe 
in Memphis 


MEMPHIS, 
Te'nn. (AP) - 


"It's just no longer safe, for 
anyone black or white— to teach 
here." 


Ellen McGowan was a white 


teacher in predominantly Negro 
Melrose High School. She taught 
through several weeks of the 
school boycotts 
called by a 


black coalition, but when vio- 
lence erupted, she was one of 
two white teachers at the school 
who resigned. 


"I was standing by the door 


inside my room Tuesday and a 
rock came through the door 
window, missing me by inches," 
Mrs. McGowan said, "then the 
windows were bombarded by 
rocks." 


The other teacher who quit, 


James Patrick, summed up his 
reasons in a letter of resigna- 
tion: 


"lam exhausted by the fright- 


ened faces of well-meaning stu- 
dents and teachers, tired of 
reasoning with hoodlums holding 
bricks, or threats, of intimida- 
tion, of operating all day behind 
a locked classroom door, of 
having my car vandalized, my 
room broken into—but most of 
all ... 
I am tired of not being 


able to teach." 


The two resignations were an- 


nounced 
Thursday 
by School 


Supt. E. C. Stimbert as more 
disorders erupted at predomi- 
nantly Negro schools, forcing 
three to close. Police said 11 
persons were arrested. 


At the same time, Stimbert 


issued a directive to principals 
telling them in the future to call 
police at the first signs of trou- 
ble. "When outsiders try to dis- 
rupt schools, this is the only way 
we can maintain order," he said. 


The black coalition, which has 


sponsored the school boycotts 
and street marches in its battle 
with the school board and a 
catholic hospital, denied any re- 
sponsibility for the disorders, 
"We have never 
encouraged 


violence," said the Rev. Ezekiel 
Bell, head of the coalition. 


Bell, who resigned as Men> 


phis branch president of the Na- 
tional Association for the Ad- 
vancement of Colored 
People 


when the NAACP called a 10- 
day moratorium in the boycott, 
said the boycott would not be 
ended until the coalition's goals 
are reached. 


Another coalition leader, who 


asked that his name not be used, 
said the Thursday disruptions 
were caused by the presence of 
police, by locking students inside 
the schools, and by the discon- 
tinuance of lunches 
at some 


schools.

Astronauts 
Streaking 
for Home

— The Apollo 12 moon ex- 


plorers streaked homeward to- 
day as earth's gravity pulled 
their Yankee Clipper spaceship 
faster and faster toward Mon- 
day's splashdown. 


Charles "Pete" Conrad 
Jr., 


Richard F. Gordon Jr. and Alan 
L. Bean, weary from their suc- 
cessful lunar excurions, were al- 
lowed to sleep as long as they 
liked. 


They went to sleep shortly aft- 


er firing a powerful rocket burst 
behind 
the 
moon Friday to 


break 
the lunar gravitational 


embrace and plunge earthward. 


While they slept, the Yankee 


Clipper came under the domi- 
nance of earth's gravity. The 
spacecraft picked up speed and 
was to be 200,000 miles from 
earth by mid-morning today, 
moving at more than 2,000 miles 
an hour. 


Apollo 12 will continue to gain 


speed until Monday afternoon 
when it sears into the earth's at- 
mosphere at 36,000 miles an 
hour and parachutes to a land- 
ing in the Pacific Ocean near 
American Samoa. 


On their 45th orbit of the 


moon, the astronauts fired their 


- powcrf*^ rocket engine'. The- ' 


rocket "firing occurred behind 
the moon and as the spacecraft 
reappeared 
it 
was 
fleeting 


homeward at > more than 5,000 
miles an hour. 


Gravitational pull of the moon 


slowed it until about 10 p.m., 
EST, when the earth's gravity 
took hold and Apollo 12 started 
down hill toward home. 


Conrad and Bean described 


their moon adventures during a 
final television close-up of the 
moon after they left its orbit. 


Conrad said he landed so near 


the planned place that "I gave 
myself quite a thrill." 


Bean said that walking In the 


reduced gravity of the moon's 
surface 
was a 
funny thing. 


"Your legs never seem to get 
tired," he said. "You assume 
some kind of normal pace and 
you're able to go for long dis- 
tances without your legs getting 
tired." 


"I 
found I couldn't walk," 


said Conrad. 
"Wherever we 


went we loped, and it just didn't 
seem natural not to lope," 


Conrad said he fell down once 


during the 7l/2 hours he and 
Bean walked the moon's sur- 
face. "I didn't have any prob- 
lem getting up," he said. 


"Finally, to expedite things, 


we would just fall over on our 
tf"f, picking up rocks, and give 
ourselves a one-hand pushup, or 
just get down on our knees and 
get whatever it was we need- 
ed." 


As the crew settled down for 


the night, ground controllers 
said, "Sleep in as long as you 
want . , . , We're not going to 
awaken you In the morning."

It is only the second time this 


century that the Senate has vot- 
ed to reject a supreme Court 
nomination. The last time Was 
in 1939 when President Herbert 
Hoover's choice of Judge-John 
J. Parker lost by two votes; 


Joining 38 Democrats in vpt* 


ing against confirmation were 
17 Republicans, including GOP 
Leader Hugh Scott of Pennsyl- 
vanla 
and Assistant Leader 


Robert P. Griffin of Michigan. 


Twenty-six Republicans voted 


to confirm Haynsworth's nomi- 
nation, as did 19 Democrats. All 
the Democrats were southern- 
ers except Mike Gravel of Alas- 
ka and West Virginia's two sen- 
ators, Robert C. Byrd and Jen- 
nings Randolph. 


From his home in Greenville, 


S.C., Haynsworth said he would 
have to consider "whether my 
usefulness 
has been so im- 


paired" that he would resign as 
chief judge of the U.S. 4th Court 
of Appeals. Haynsworth said he 
would;not decide '%^ttic emb- 


Nixon tefepBned Haynsworfh- 


after the vote and told him he 
hoped he would stay on as chief 
judge of the appellate court. 


Sen. Roman L. Hruska, R- 


Neb., who directed the floor 
fight for the nomination, told re- 
porters that in his judgment the 
57-year-old jurist would have 
been confirmed if it had not 
been for labor opposition. 


But Hruska said he thinks 


"the people realize it was a de- 
feat for balance on the Supreme 
Court." The senator said it will 
be difficult to mount a success- 
ful 
campaign against another 


nominee 
with a conservative 


background. 


Although Scott voted against 


Haynsworth's confirmation, the 
Republican leader said he would 
like to see Nixon name another 
southerner and a strict con- 
structionist. 


"The court needs balance," 


Scott said, and this also was the 
theme of a number of other Re- 
publican senators who voted 
against Haynsworth. 


Labor leaders and civil rights 


forces waged an allour fight 
against Haynsworth's 
nomina- 


tion, and lobbyists for both 
groups were among the specta- 
tors 
In the packed galleries 


when the vote was taken. 


Much of the criticism directed 


at Haynsworth in a week-long 
Senate debate, 
however, was 


over his failure to disqualify 
himself from ruling in cases in 
which opponents contended he 
had a financial interest in one of 
the parties. 


While none of the senators ac- 


cused him of dishonesty or of 
seeking to profit from his posi- 
tion on the bench, they said he 
had left an opening for an ap» 
pearance of impropriety.
